THE CKO? OOtLOOK. 


Notwithstanding the pro'o aged slgenoc 
of rain, tho grain crops in Sai? Joaqutn 
county and adjoining foot hili» are in a 
thriving condition. 
Last evening a mer­ 
chant of this city returned from an ex­ 
tended tour in the northern and eastern 
parts of the county and throughout a large 
portion of northwestern Calaveras, and he 
reports that the growth of grain every­ 
where on the sunimer-faLowod land is vig­ 
orous. 
In the neighborhood of Farmington 
the young wheat is about two feet in hight, 
and that with a shower at intervals during 
the remainder of thegrowingseason, agood 
yield may be reasonably considered cer­ 
tain. Some of the young wheat on summer- 
fallowed land ia tbe vicinity of Linden is cf 
very heavy growth,and asimilar conditioner 
things is found along the Calaveras and 
Mokelumne rivers, 
la the neighborhood 
of the Five-mile House, on the .Sacramento 
lower road, a slight wilting has been ob­ 
served in some fields late in the afternoon, 
but in the morning the young grain is again 
fresh and vigorous. 
In that locality w ater 
may be found almost anywhere six or eight 
feet below tho surface of the gronnd. The 
wheat and barley on tho reclaimed lands 
promise well, and on the sand plains early 
sown wheat is up to the average. 
I t is 
generally admitted, however, that full 
crops cannot be matured w ithout more rain. 
The general outlook at the preeent time is 
by no means discouraging, and with a 
light rainfall within tho next ten days the 
cereals in this section will come ont all 
right. Reports from the mountain counties 
are hopeful in a high degree. 
The barley 
crep in 
some of the higher 
altitudes 
promises well. 
Some of the latest sown 
grain is not making very rapid progress, 
and much of it will suffer injury unless it 
receives nourishing moisture in the course 
of another week ot farthest. 
Farmers are 
beginning to manifest some anxiety, and 
many spend a good deal of their tim e in 
alternately reading tho barometer and look­ 
ing for clouds. 
Thus far, however, hope 
greatly dominates fear in the farmers’ 
minds. 
A copious rainfall of a few hours’ 
duration is all that is needed at the present 
time to refresh the growing crops and in­ 
fuse new life into buiinesa generally. 
We 
are in the middle of tbe moat uncertain 
season of the year for California agricult­ 
urists.—[Stockton Independent.

THE LOMPOC RIOT, 


Eight years ago a company of citizens 
formed and located the Lompoc Colony, 
They agreed among themselves that a con­ 
dition should attach to every transfer of 
real estate that a given business should not 
be prosecuted upon the ground. 
But four 
times in that period has the condition been 
broken, and in each case the people have 
by violence resented the evasion. 
Some 
two weeks ago two men resolved* to erect 
there a small building, and to engage in 
the sale of liquors, in opposition to the 
covenant. 
They were urged to desist, but 
refused to do so. 
They were warned of 
the wrath of tho people on that question, 
but heeded it not. 
On Saturday the citi­ 
zens assembled in front of the building— 
men, women and children—and again be­ 
sought the owners of the building to re­ 
consider their plans ; they declined to do 
so. 
Mothers, sisters and wives, with tears, 
urged them to yield ; they refused. 
The 
men then came forward and offered the 
cost of the building, but it was spurned. 
And so tho mob fell upon the building and 
razed it to the ground. 
We say mob—but there are mobs and 
mobs. 
This was a mob composed of good 
men and gentle women. 
A mob in which 
were little children, staid fathers and dig­ 
nified matrons. 
These people are repre­ 
sentative of the best citizenship of the sec­ 
tion ; they have been, with the exceptions 
noted, law-abiding, industrious, peaceful, 
and entertain a just pride in the good 
order and sobriety of their village, where 
yonths are exposed to fewer temptations 
than in most California towns. 
The conditions attaching to deeds of 
land there are lawfnl, and may be enforced, 
for unquestionably the owners of land may 
attach coavenants to the deed of transfer 
that will run as to all grantees, and with 
the title, as that on a given tract there 
shall never be erected powder works ; or 
acid factories 
or refineries of animal fats ; 
or that irrigating ditches shall not be cut 
across the lauds, and other conditions pro­ 
hibiting the carrying on of vocations lawful 
and lioensed by the laws of the State. But 
a license cannot give the right to occupy 
land in violation of the conditions cf occu- 
panoy, so long as they are not in violation 
of 
a 
sound 
public 
policy, 
and in 
this case it will hardly bo contended by 
any that the exclusion was open to that 
objection. 
The people of Lompoc, there­ 
fore, had their remedy by civil process. 
But by our system they have been taught 
and have learned that the law is often un­ 
certain, and nearly always tedious, and 
they believed that if their opponents once 
gained a foothold among them they would 
wear out the Courts and the people, and 
make sufficient headway by appeals to the 
baser elements of men’s natures to finally 
overthrow the principles upon which the 
colony rests. 
It being assumed, therefore, 
that the community has the right to pro­ 
tect itself as indicated by covenants a9 to 
the uses of the land, wby did the people 
resort to violence instead of the remedies 
and processes of the law ? 
In anticipating civil process and the 
remedies that the law affords, the citizens 
of Lompoc became law-bretkers—they were 
rioters—and as snch amenable to the law. 
But who for a moment believes that they 
will b 9 punished! Theirs is one of those 
cases in which the public voice rises su. 
perior to the law, and before which it is 
improbable the latter can prevail. Under the 
law the acts cf the Lompocans cannot be 
justified. 
They 
outraged 
the 
la w ; 
they disturbed the public peace; they 
destroyed property 
not 
their 
ow n; 
lh?y 
were 
offenders, 
snd 
as 
such 
liable to be made criminal", with service 


behind Iron bars, or to labor on the public 
highway with a ball-and-chain attach­ 
ment, 
It cannot for a moment be supposed 
that if the people of the town in question 
felt they had a speedy and certain remedy 
aj law, they would ever have engaged in 
the riotous demonstrations they did. 
It 
resolves itself therefore into a judgment by 
a large and respectable class of the com­ 
munity that the law has been in the past, 
and now is, too Blow in the application of 
its remedies to meet their needs. Whether 
they are light in this judgment will be 
questioned. 
But it is certain that they be­ 
lieve it to be correct, and have acted upon 
that belief. 
» 
The case is another instance of the grow­ 
ing discontent of the people with the law’s 
delays. 
Lawyers and Judges may explain 
as much as they please, but the fact re­ 
mains, and practical men know that in or­ 
dinary matters it takes—with now and 
then a rare exception—the better part of a 
year in most cases, many years in others, 
and a life-time in seme, to find and apply 
the remedy of the law through its pro­ 
cesses. 
That the discontent is growing 1b 
true, and will be denied only by those who 
blindly close their eyes to the facts of each 
day. 
Our civilization must soon give us 
not only adequate and more certain, but 
more speedy remedies at law. 
There has 
been made considerable progress in that 
direction already, but the path is open for 
still greater advances. 
The better lawyers 
of the country are fully aware of the senti­ 
ment referred to, and have in several in­ 
stances set themselves to work to accom­ 
plish reforms in this direction. 
California 
made*a step in advance when she required 
that all cases shall be decided within 
ninety days after submission ; she will do 
still better when she requires them to be 
brought to trial, and to be submitted 
within another given, and not too long 
period. 


THE I MBA BOND MYSTERY. 


HOME AND ABROAD. 
i 


The case of Emma Bond is certainly one 
of the strangest in criminal annals. 
At 
first the. victim of a horrible outrage and 
murderous assault, which was surrounded 
by the deepest mystery, she lay for months 
bereft of reason and hanging by but a 
thread from death's grasp. 
When certain 
men were taken into custody charged with 
the crime, it was scarcsly possible to make 
the people believe that the arrest was in 
any way justifiable. 
At last, however, the 
unfortunate girl regained her reason, and 
her stop' pointed to the prisoners as the 
guilty men. 
In November the girl was 
called to appear before the Grand Jury, 
and for that purpose was removed to the 
house of her uncle, at Taylorville, 111. 
Since then she has remained at the Bame 
place, has been confined to her bed, and has 
at no time been able to stand upon her feet, 
Friday night last the girl’s sister left her 
for a moment sitting up in bed aDd reading. 
When she returned, the room was dark 
and the invalid was gone. 
Shortly after 
she was found unconscious, and upon the 
ground in the yard back of the dwelling. 
On recovery she related that so soon as 
her sister left her, two masked men en­ 
tered by an outer door of the room, extin­ 
guished the light, and dragged her from 
the house, but being alarmed by the cries 
of the family, dropped her in the yard. 
Her physician declares the girl did not 
walk to the yard, and there seems to be no 
reason to doubt her story cf the attempted 
abduction. 
No crime of this kind is com­ 
mitted without a deep motive, and wc shall 
be much mistaken if it does not tell against 
the prisoners charged with the first assault. 
This innocent girl, who has wronged no one, 
is rained for life, and made the victim of a 
mo3t brutal and deadly assault. 
All her 
prospects for a happy future are blasted ; 
her life, evidently, has a price set upon i t ; 
fiends in human form are determined upon 
her destruction. 
What a sad and hopeless 
case is hers. 
It should arouse national pity 
and bring to her aid all the power of wealth 
and the strength of universal sympathy. 


P03ITIVE JOURNALISM. 


That negative journalism is dying out is 
a fact not to be denied by the observant. 
The reader who will examine any ten or a 
dozen of the leading papers of the world 
to-day, and compare them with a like num­ 
ber of like character thirty or fifty years 
ago, will be struck with the greater positive­ 
ness of more in this era and the growth that 
has led up to it. 
As it is the affirmative, 
progressive and positive-idead men who 
move the world, so it is the positive and 
affirming journals that reflect the spirit of 
the age and clear the way of public 
thought. 
In this day men are annoyed 
by mere denials, and negations, and donbts, 
and hopes. What they demand is the force 
and vigor of conviction ; the strong, earn­ 
est and positive announcement of belief. 
The few newspapers of the day that still 
venture upon opinions like a schoolboy 
upon thin ice aré estimated correctly by 
the reading publlo as without influence. 
This is a strong and thinking period, and 
the press cannot be less vigorous than the 
time and hope to keep pace with it. 
But 
this element of journalism mnst not lead 
to recklessness for the mere sake of dash 
and apparent vigor. 
On the contrary, it 
calls for enlarged information, greater men­ 
tal effort, greater conciseness of thought 
and expression, and for just as much posi­ 
tiveness and certainty in fact and in judg­ 
ment, as in the affirmative life of the col­ 
umns. 
What is true of parties and creeds 
is true of journalism; what is true in busi­ 
ness and commerce, at the bar and in the 
pulpit, is trne of the newspaper, and that 
i>, that mere negation does not impress, for 
those are felt who deal blows rather than 
those who ward them off.

The Conkllng-Haverstlck Tragedy. 
New York, March 20th.—The Evening 
News says: 'ihe Haveratick tragedy did not 
take place in the Paris Flats but in the Vi­ 
enna Flat, r.ext doer. 
Tho couple lived in 
luxuriant style. The front parlor was a gem, 
furnished in blue velvet, and contained a 
piano. The settees and chairs were covered 
in blue satin, and a rich velvet carpet covered 
the floor. Ebony and geld inlaid tables sup­ 
ported works of art, and curtains of lace, silk 
and datnesk were over tbe windows. The 
bedroom waa a marvel of fceauty, and con­ 
tained a bedstead of burnished brass, sur­ 
mounted by a blue silk canopy and white 
damask curtains, while the wardrobe was rare 
and costly. The farniiure of the apartment 
throughout indicated luxury and wealth. 
Mre.Unler is said to be anything but a hand­ 
some woman. She weighs about 170 pounds, 
and when not highly-dressed, powdered and 
painted, looks far from prepoe seising. She 
affected a very flashy style of clothing, and 
wore a profusion of jewelry. The pistol with 
which Conkling shot Haveratick was in Cap­ 
tain McElwain’s possession to-day. 
It is a 
terrihle-looking weapon, a 41caliber Colt 
bulldog revolver, containing six barrels, one 
of which waa discharged. The large China 
vase, eighteen inches high, which Haveratick 
threw at Conkling, was also at the station- 
house. It weighs eight pounds, 
The bullet 
entered Haveretick’s abdomen and passed 
clean through his body. It is imbedded in 
one Bide of th6 backbone of the dead man, 
and can be plainly felt beneath the skin. 
Conkhng is the larger man of the two. 
ARRAIGNMENT OP CONKLING, 
N ew Y ork, March 20 th —George W. 
Conkling was arraigned to-day in the Cor­ 
oner’s office. He is gentlemanly in appear­ 
ance and bora himself outwardly with calm­ 
ness and composure. 
Tho Coroner decided 
to begin the investigation this afternoon. 
Conkling claims the shooting was enlirely 
justifiable; that the prisoner did it in defense 
of his sister, and in his efforts to remove her 
Lorn vicious surroundings, and that it would 
bs sustained by the moral sentiment of the 
community. Counsel maintained that if ho 
had only used his fists in the assault on Conk- 
ling the weapon would not have been brought 
into play. The prisoner remained in the 
custody of the police. Mrp. Uhler, the pris­ 
oner’s sister, bicame so hysterical after the 
shooting that she had to be removed to the 
hospital, where she now lies in an exhausted 
condition. 
[ Haverstick resided in San F raneisco for 
several years. 
He lived at the Palace Hotel 
aDd kept a money broker’s clfice on Mont­ 
gomery street, opposite the Nevada Bank. 
He was known as a quiet young man, of gqod 
moral character, and did not have the repu­ 
tation of a "fast man.” Ho went to New 
York shortly after the decline of stock gam­ 
bling on this coast, and formed a partnership 
there with Ciem Uhler, a San Francisco 
stockbroker, who went East about the same 
time.] 
N ew York, March 20th.—In the afternoon 
the Coroner impaneled a jury, who viewed 
the body and the Paris Flats, heard the state­ 
ment of the officer to whom Conkling sur­ 
rendered, and the inquest was adjourned. 
Haverstick’s brother arrives to-morrow from 
Carlisle, Pa. 
T h e T ro u b le A m ong Ih e freed In d ia n s . 
W ashington, March 20th.—Special Agent 
Townsend, in a communication from the 
Sue 
and 
Fox 
Indian Agency, 
dated 
March 15;h, writes to the Commissioner c.s 
follows : 
" In coming from Tulso to this 
agency (sixty miles), I found nearly every 
houso and settlement deserted, and that at a 
season of tbe year when every man should 
be in his field instead of tunning about over 
the country with a Winchester rifle on his 
Blioulder. A reign of terror prevails through­ 
out this part of th9 Creek reservation, 
and appears to have stampeded almost 
tho 
entire 
population. 
It 
seems 
to ms that measures should bo adopted 11 
brieg this war to a close. 
I doubt if this can 
be accomplished without the interposition of 
the Geueral Government, and if this must 
come, it would be a mercy to many innocent 
perBODB involved in the tronble if done at 
once, so as to prevent further trouble and 
devastation. I am aware that these troubles 
test tbe Creeks for self-government, but other 
interests are at stake, and other tribes 
may become involved, 
either 
as 
ene­ 
mies 
or 
allies. 
I 
would 
not 
em­ 
barrass the Creek Nation in its present 
struggle for independence and existence; 
rather would I encourage aud support its 
loyal leaders, to the end that their capacity 
for self-government may be demonstrated; 
but if this cannot be done, aud done quickly, 
I think the public welfare demands that the 
Government should interfere without delay.” 
Agent Townsend refers to the fact that 
armed men from both sides are riding hither 
and thither all over the country, and from re­ 
liable information he believes them to be 
without discipline and in a demoralized con­ 
dition. In conclusion, he says : 
“ At best it 
is a disistrous state of affairs, bad enough if 
confined to the limits of their own reserva­ 
tion ; but when a portion of them carry their 
campaign into territory not their own, I 
think it nigh time some one should interfere 
and compel them at least to limit their hostile 
operations to their own pjople. This state 
of affairs affords excellent opportunity for 
many desperadoes who infest tho country to 
commit depredations on all sides, and there 
are indications that they are not slow to take 
advantage of it aud charge it all to the 
Creeks.”

Crabtree, a prominent stock dealer of Eafala, 
Creek Nation, who left there Sunday night, 
reports that General Porter was preparing to 
leave Eufala this morning, at tbe head of 500 
men, to attack Spioche at his camp.

Harcourt, Home 
Secretary, in replying to the question by 
Captain O’Shea, said the police were carefully 
inquiring as to the assault on Lady Florence 
Dixie. The inquiry was owing to the inten­ 
tion of the Parnellite members to press for 
the investigation, because suspicions were 
cast upon the Land League as having connec­ 
tion with it. 
N ew Y o rk , March 20th.—The Tribune 
says: Lady Florence Dixie is not hysterical, 
nor is she one whose iim gination will play 
túcks with her judgment. 
She is a robust 
and vigorous “ Lady Gay Spanker,” who has 
gone hunting for adventures in Patagonia and 
Zulnland, done great work of mercy in Eng­ 
land, and ehown herself possessed of grit, 
self-possession and good sense. 
Her account 
of the assault is to be accepted as the stale 
ment of a singularly cool, courageous and 
spirited woman. 
L o n d o n , March 20th.—Those likely to be 
best informed to-day regard ihe statement of 
Lady Dixie as to the attack made upon her 
near Windsor as a pure fabricaron, 
Not a 
trace of any struggle can be found in the 
damp mold in which the struggle is alleged 
to have taken place. 
Two large men, dressed 
in women’s clothes, could not pcssibly have 
reached her house without being seen. 
Three 
men—a soldier, publican and gardener—who 
were all within a few yards of the scene of 
the alleged struggle at the_ time alleged, have 
all been examined, and neither saw nor beard 
any of It. 
Lady Florence herself is now be­ 
wildered about it, and it is unnecessary to 
gay that she has the reputation of being half 
mad. It is now known that she wrote to 
Parnell on his release, avowing herself to be 
a strong Nationalist, and urging him to act 
with her.

The Board of Supervisors learned of the 
order, and in a few minutes the Auditor re­ 
ceived the following: 
M isen 20, 1833. 
W E. Gerber, Auditor: By an o rd er.f the Board 
of Supervisors, passed this day, you are hereby 
directed not to draw warrants for jury fees except 
as ordered by the Board and on demands allowed in 
regular form 
(Signed) 
1. M. SMITH, Chairman. 
Auditor Gerber found himself between two 
fires, but up to closing time last evening the 
order of the Board of Supervisors had not 
been disobeyed. 
Judge Armstrong states 
that by excusing the jurors last Wednesday 
ho saved to the county nearly §400 in per 
diem pay, while the mileage which he allowed 
would amount to less than $40.

THE WOODLAHD MYSTERY. 


The Prosecution B ests—Evidence for Ee- 
fendant Being Taken. 
Tbo examination of ex-Sheriff F. M. Rahm 
and Gecrge Rahm was resumed yesterday 
morning at 9:10 o'clock in Woodland before 
Justice Cronin. 
L. D. Stotenberg waa again placed upon 
the stand and subjected to a cros.t-examina- 
tion by George A. Knight, of counsel for de­ 
fendants, from 9 until 12 o’olcck, without 
making the witness vary materially from his 
former statements. He could not recall the 
names of any person who knew or saw Ham?, 
the man he claimed to be with on the night 
of Maltby’s disappearance ; but generally be 
stuck very close to his story of the day be­ 
fore. There are many expressions of disbe­ 
lief in his statement, but his general beating 
on the stand was as favorable to the truth of 
his story as is ordinary with witnesses who are 
put through as thorough an examination as was 
this odo. 
It is claimed by the defendants’ 
friends that he can be easily impeached. The 
Court allowed the greatest latitude in the 
examination, even permitting irrelevant and 
impertinent questions, as for instance, ” Were 
you favorable to and did you advocate the 
election of Rahm to the office of Sheriff of 
this county ?” 
The following is a brief synopsis: When 
Harris and I went horns we pasaed north up 
Fourth street to Court street, along Court 
street to where we saw Maltby struck, and 
as we came along we were talking until we 
saw Maltby; know it was Maltby by his 
walk, sizs and dress ; he was diessed in dark 
clothes ; recognized Rahm by his drees, bight 
and voice ; could not see Rahm all the way 
aa he went to the Court-house; first saw 
Rahm’s companion after the blow was struck; 
he waited until Rahm came back from ths 
Courthouse; deceased laid cat-a-cornered 
across the walk : neither of them attempted 
to arsist deceased ; when Rahm came back, 
all that W59 said was by Rahm ; he said, “ Go 
and get the buggy.’’ His companion went for 
the buggy, and was gone tiro or three minutes; 
he drove the buggy up to the gate ; did not 
hitch the horse, and the two lifted him up, 
carried him to the buggy and put him in i t ; 
when they struck deceased I did not see him 
struggle ; there was some difference with him 
after the blow and before it ; Harris and I 
stopped so as to let Maltby go by without 
seeing us, so we would not have to step and 
talk to him ; after they put Maltby in the 
buggy Rahm went back to the Court-house, 
and along the south side of the Court-house 
to the rear ; first got the idea Maltby was 
murdered shortly after he was found; 
spoke to Harris about it two months 
a;o (at Sacramento, and on January 25, 
1883, told District Attorney Craig about 
it, and 
signed a 
written 
statement ; 
I did not recognize Maltby when I saw him 
dead at ths Btraw stack ; I don’t recollect 
whether Craig sent for me or not; thick he 
did ; think he sent my sister for me : he asked 
me what was the matter with me ; I told him 
it was this Maltby case; I had been drinking 
a great deal for two months previous ; I did 
cot think Maltby was murdered until I 
studied it over after he was found ; I have 
not been promised anything for making this 
confession ; I have been over to Sacramento 
twice since I made this confession ; I went 
over there to see a young man that saw me 
with Harris ; I don’t koow the ynung man’s 
name ; he has a brother-in-law and sister liv- 
irg in Sacramento; don’t know where they 
live ; doa’t know their names ; there is such 
a man as George Harris; this is the state­ 
ment I made to Craig ; I said then I had been 
to a house of ill-home and came buck about 3 
or 4 o’clock; I loaned Maltby §60 two or 
three weeks before his death. [When Mr. 
Knight could not get the answers he wanted 
of witness he remarked: '* You are a daisy,” 
and witness retorted: “ I am daisy enough 
for 
you.”] 
Had 
a 
sun stroke once, 
and was doctored for i t ; don’t feel it to-day. 
Lou Belmont recalled—Know Stotenberg ; 
he was at my house with a stranger on the 
night of March 26, 1882. [ Fhis is one of the 
places where Stotenberg claimed to have 
been with Harris on the night mentioned.] 
Blanche Hayes—Lived at the “ Palace ” 
on Lincoln avenue, Woodland. [She saw 
Stotenberg and a stranger there one evening, 
but could not fell the date. The stranger 
was never there before or since.] Don’t think 
they went away and returned. 
J. A. Wright recalled—Saw Maltby in the 
pen at the slaughter house; failed to recog­ 
nize him ; know him quite well. 
James Biere : Am a butcher; knew de­ 
ceased, and know Frank Rahm ; heard Rahm 
make a statement in a hall in Woodland. 
On tho day the body was found he said he 
came up in the evening with hia wife to 
church ; he came down street, stepped into a 
recess of a door; Maltby went by him smok­ 
ing ; had on his glasses; hs saw Maltby go 
into a saloon; weDt in soon after Maltby had 
gone. He went home, was uneasy and could 
not sleep; got up and w<lit to tho Court­ 
house to Bee if anyone waa there ; saw a light 
in Maltby’a room and became satisfied that 
all was right, and west home and slept ia’e. 
He and I went to Maltby’s room to get a 
paper. There wa3 nothing peculiar about 
his action more than sny friend wculd show 
overhauling a deceased friend’s clothing. 
It was admitted that the pistol found on 
Mftltby’s body wib a five-shooting Colt’s re­ 
volver, and wa3 loaded. 
C. H. Garoutte, defendants’ lawyer, testi­ 
fied : Was District Attorney of Yolo county 
last year: had charge of MaLby’s stomach, 
and assisted Dr. Spence iu packing it in a 
box several days afterward, and addressed to 
‘'Dr. W. J. Johnson, chemist,'' and Johnson 
reported to mo that he had received it. 
Ainsberg : Know Frank Kr-htu; ta’ked 
with him about Mrliby and about the money 
in ths ssfe that had been deposited ; he said 
there ought to have been §1 500, and was 
only S13 50. 
O. C. Jackson, detective from Sacramento, 
testified : Know Frank Rahm ; have con­ 
versed with him concerniog the label; cannot 
give the exact time ; .think Rahm gave it to 
me ; I took it and looked through drug-stores 
in Sacrarffento and in San Francisco ; he said 
it was one they did not know any thiug about; 
I asked for the bottle ; he said it had not been 
found. 
The evidenco here closed on the part of the 
prosecu Jon. The defendants stated that un­ 
der any other circumstances they would 
move to be discharged on the ground that the 
corptu delicti had not been proven ; but under 
the peculiar circumstances they desired a 
vindication. 
Attorney Knight said that 
the defense would be that Maltby com­ 
mitted Buicide because he was a default­ 
er, and that Frank Rahm 
bad since 
had to borrow the money to mak9 the defal­ 
cation good; and that it will show con­ 
clusively that deceased had been indulging in 
irregularities in ths offico of the Sheriff dur­ 
ing the time he was in that office. At the 
close of this statement the spectators exhib­ 
ited their sympathy with defendants by ap­ 
plause. 
The defendants opened up their side of the 
cree at 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon. W. B. 
Treadwell was the fir-t witness called. He 
testified : Have examined the booke kept by 
deceased during the terra of Frank Rahm as 
Sheriff, and during a portion of the term of 
Sheriff Barney. There was shown to be a 
shortage in Barrel's term on fees due to 
Sheriff. The fees had been paid in and not 
credited in a good many instances. Barney 
has assigned to deceased all his accounts for 
fees during Rahm’s terms. The shortage 
amounted to some §4.000. Witness had not 
prepared a balanca sheet and could not tell 
the extent of defalcations. In many instances 
no credits had been made where fees had 
been paid in, and as there were many cases 
in which witness was uninformed as ts pay­ 
ments made, no estimate could be made. 
James Moore and Joseph Craig were exam­ 
ined, and testified that certain fees had been 
paid by them to deceased and the Sheriff’s 
Pooka showed no credits. 
A. A. SandereoD, a lawyer of San Fran­ 
cisco, testified concerning delays experienced 
in getting deeds for lands sold under execu­ 
tion. but there did cot seem to be any finan­ 
cial matters concerned in this case except 
that the witness testified that the purchase 
money which should have been paid into the 
county treasury had not been paid iu by 
deceased until he was pressed vety hard to 
do so. 
The Court here adjourned until 9 o’clock 
this morning. When the prosecution closed 
their case about half the spectators with­ 
drew, and during the balance of the after­ 
noon there was plenty of breathing-rocm.

THE 
MOYNIHAN 
MURDER. 


E ds. R ecord U n io n : 
On the 13:h of 
March a company of thirty-six excursionists 
left Sacramento for the sunny southern climes 
of ccr varied and beautiful State. 
That 
future txcur&ioniels may have the benefit of 
our mietakes and learning?, I propose to give 
them to the public, based upon facts as 
near as our party can put them down, 
warning all that different minds take in ob­ 
jects differently. On the route wa found the 
grain suffering from the draught, but not to 
the extent anticipated. All the way, until 
night snread her veil over the land, we found 
rich fields of green grain, and after reaching 
the outer limits of the fertile lands of Los 
Angeles county, we found again the springing 
promise of a good harvest. 
I do not boast 
that any place looks better on an average 
than Sacramento county, but many places 
remind one that the farmers have reason to 
he satisfied with their surroundings. It is 
not the grain prospect?, however, that I 
propose to discuss here. 
We started to visit the citrus fairs of San 
Bernardino county and that of National 
City, San Diego county, and as good business 
men will work from some plan, we went 
straigkt through to San Diego, and then took 
in the places of interest on the way back. We 
found National City a small place, new and 
full of energy and thrift The hotel accom­ 
modations were more than could have been 
txpjeted, and without being patronizicg, 
every one seemed to try to make our visit 
pleasant The fair was in full blast, and the 
fruits exhibited were cf excellent quality; 
such in fact as we have never seen in the Sac­ 
ramento markets. Not only the citrus fruits, 
but apples, pears, olives, and other fruits in 
gifts*, and vegetables of marvelous size—a 
head of a cauliflower weighing 27 pounds; 
apples of several varieties, which were tasted 
and found finer flavored than I ever ate from 
out valleys or mountains in Central Califor­ 
nia. The largest oranges that it has been my 
lot to see were of 11 Naval” variety, three 
of which taken together weighing four 
pounds. 
This place seems 
to be one 
of the homes of the orange, lime and 
lemon. Nature has given them a good cli­ 
mate, never higher than 87° Fahrenheit, and 
eeldom cold enough to freeze water. , It has 
also given them good soil; not the richest, 
but free from ealta and qualities noxious to 
fruits. The men and women who live here 
have done the rest, for the rain has to bo 
drawn to the sutface with pumps from depths 
varying from 09 to 80 feet. 
Such pumping 
makes irrigation a work prosecuted under 
difficulties, but the perseverance and energy 
of the people are supreme, and the success of 
semi-tropical fruits at National City is a fact 
accomplished. 
The Kimball Brothers have been the pio­ 
neer?, but their enterprise has been seconded 
strongly of late by later comers. We found 
Mr. Stvayne (the gentlemanly ex-clerk of the 
ex-firm of M. C. Hawley & Co.) one of the 
live spirits of the colony. Moet of our party 
took a trip to old Mexico, just to eee how we 
would feel breathing foreign air. We found 
quite a difference in the price of land in the 
two empires. On the United States Bide of 
the line it was worth $100 per acre ; in Mexico, 
25 cents per acre, the quality of the soil being 
exactly alike. What a boon is granted to all 
who live under the stripes and stars. But 
wo cannot stop long in one place, so we turn 
back and visit San Diego, a place the new 
railroad has infused with new life. It has 
many handsome residences, among them that 
of J. S. Horbinson, the great busy bee man 
of California. Our party waa received by the 
citizanB with that quiet dignity, but genial 
warmth, that wins the whole heart. After a 
short stay there, we had to bid adieu and 
wend our course backward to Riverside, where 
we found the hardest of uncomfortable 
vehicles to take us from the station to the 
town, and giving the first bad impression 
since the commencement of cur travels. We 
found, however, at the fair a very large dis­ 
play of fruits, but not so large as at National 
City. The quantity was greater, but on 
sampling tiie fruit we found it light and 
spongy, and not equal in flavor or juciness to 
that of San Diego. This lack of qualities, 
which go to make an orange palatable, was 
ascribed to the hard frosts, the thermometer 
having been a? lew the past winter as 24°. 
The Land and Water Company have shown 
remarkable energy iu selling lands and re­ 
serving the water right?, so that eo much 
more land has been sold than the supply of 
water will iirigate, that many think the f ail­ 
ure of the orange in quality is due to lack cf 
water. Be that as it may, their nrop the 
present season is a failure, so far as quality 
goes. After staying a short time there, we 
were glad to get away, even in the same 
miserable conveyance that carried us to the 
place. I was glad wa visited it, because I 
should have otherwise gone through life sup­ 
posing it to be the best location in Southern 
California, but as it i?, I am willing to let 
those who like it have it. 
San Bernardino ¡3 giving more attention to 
other fruits than to the citrns variety. It 
seems to be the land of flawing welie, which 
numbsr about five hundred, varying from one 
hundred to three hundred and fifty feet in 
depth. The c.nintry about there looks much 
more as though it was capable of producing 
everything than any other place visited, more 
especially so the land about the old Mission 
of San Bernardino, where we fcund the finest 
quality cf oranges we met with, but none bo 
Urge &b the heavy weights before mentioned. 
We found none of the Naval variety, bat 
plenty of the Wedertern, which are very 
sweet, and others of seedling?, which were 
exceedingly fine. 
We have explored the 
country quite thoroughly, and if asked where 
the most favored locality by Nature alone is 
to be found, where to raise the orange, we 
would say, without hesitation, “ Old San 
Bernardino.” It produces alfalfa and grain 
abundantly. For climate, National City has 
the palm. Our company have enjoyed good 
health, and seem to endure the rough knocks 
of the trip well. Wo W6re in at the Press 
entertainment at Riverside, and can give it 
as our collective opinion that making speeches 
is not their forte. Barnes seemed to have 
the whole load on his shoulders, but he car­ 
ried it without difficulty. Our party is tak­ 
ing in everything with becoming grace, and 
is having a j ally time generally, but we think 
old Sacramento county the boss yet.

Yesterday afternoon in the Police Court, 
the examination of James Taylor and Jchn 
Mehanny, charged with the murder of one 
Michael Moynihan fourteen years ago, was 
commenced. The story of the man’s disap­ 
pearance wb3 published in the Record-Usion 
on Monday morning. 
District Attorney 
Carey appeared to assist City Attorney Ander­ 
son in the prosecution. Defendant Taylor is 
represented by Grove L. Johnson, and P. 
Harmon appeared for Mehanny. 
Albert 
Johnson is taking a stenographic report of 
ths testimony. 
Thomas Kenny, proprietor of the saloon 
where Moynihan had a row over a game i f 
cards, was the first witness called. He tea- 
tifiad to potting Brawn ont of the saloon for 
striking Moynihan, and said the friends of 
Brown—McCormick, Kelly, Mehanny, Jchn 
Kelly, Mike Morrison, Mike Congdon and 
William O’Neill—then left the salcoD. Moy­ 
nihan left a few momenta afterward to go to 
his hotel, accompanied by James Mullins and 
Jerry Donohue. Taylor, Kelly and O’Neill 
returned in a few moment?, and Taylor said, 
“ T hat 
of a 
is done for, and will 
make no mere rows.” This was about Jnly 
6, 1869. The witness was cross-examined for 
some length, but nothing further was de­ 
veloped. 
Chief Karcher took the stand and testified 
to making the arrests cf defendants. 
Bart Lucey, the partner of 1 hornos Ken­ 
ny at the time the alleged murder occurred, 
was sworn : Remember the occurrence stated 
by Kenny; Michael Moynihan was recom­ 
mended to me by a friend ; he was a section 
b.ss on the Central Pacific Railroad, near 
Truckee; he came down with gome money 
to deposit in the Hibernia Bank at San 
Francisco; he went down and deposited i t ; 
retnrned one Saturday night, and came to 
onr store; there had jnst been a raffle for a 
horse ; the boys were about to play a game of 
cards for a pair of boots; Moynihan took a 
hand ; was caught cheating and Brown struck 
him ; Kenny stopped the row and pat Brown 
o u t; Taylor, Kelly, McCormick, O’Neil, 
Congdon and Morrison went out soon after; 
don’t remember of Mehanny being there; 
Moynihan left his bank-book and $30 cash 
with me for safe keeping ; after all was quiet 
I went home; was not there when the parties 
came back; never saw Moynihan after that 
night; about a month after I received a letter 
from the place where he had worked, asking 
for information cf him ; sson after received a 
letter from his wife at Chicago, also making 
inquiries for him ; then I concluded that he 
had been murdered; reported the case to 
Chief Ben. Marlz, who was Chief of Police 
then ; he would not do anything, un­ 
less I swore to a complaint 
charging 
the parties with murder ; Kenny and I talked 
about the bloody clothes of Brown and Tay­ 
lor ; immediately after I commenced making 
inqniries about the case all the parties named 
left the city; did get a warrant against Brown 
for battery, jnst to get the case in Court so 
that the facts might come out; gave officer 
R. II. Babbitt $30 to go to San Francisco to 
search for the parties; afterwards sent S20 
more to hita to continue the search ; never 
got tho parties ; the bank book was delivered 
to the Probate Court at San Francisco when 
letters of administration were taken out for 
the estate of Michael Moynihan, deceased; 
made search for the whereabouts of Moyni­ 
han, and am convinced that he was mur­ 
dered. Jim Mollina and Jerry Donahue are 
both doad ; Mullías was assaulted the same 
□igbt by the same parties ; spent considera­ 
ble of my own funds in trying to get an in­ 
vestigation, but cruld get no one to take much 
interest in the case at tho time; never have 
heard of Moynihan since that night. 
There was considerable legal sparring dur­ 
ing the examination of this witness, upon 
questions of the admissibility of testimony. 
The Court adjourned until 10-o’clock a. m. 
tc-day. It is thought that there may be 
some new developments in the case to-day.
